(AP) — The U.N. General As­ 
sembly voted Tuesday night to 
keep Communist China out for 
the 19th tim e, but six more na­ 
tions changed their votes. 
The 126-nation assembly re­ 
jected the prodigal by a vote 
of 56 to -is with 21 abstentions. 
The vote lust year was 58 to 44 
and 23 abstentions. The outcome 
this year was never in doubt. 
Although, decisively defeated, 
Peking picked up four nations 
who swung from tin* abstention 
column to the yes column: Lib­ 
ya. .Mauritius, Ghana and Nige­ 
ria. 
Two other nations switched 
from no last year to absten­ 
tions: Italy and Belgium. Boih 
are negotiating to establish dip­ 
lomatic relations with Peking. 
Tile closest vote was in 1965 
when the result was 47 to 47 
with 20 abstentions. However, 
this was a defeat because the 
assembly has voted every year 
that the 
question of China’s 
representation is a substantive 
issue requiring a two-thirds m a­ 
jority lur assembly action rath­ 
er than a procedural issue re­ 
quiring univ a simple majority. 
This 
year, 
the U.S.-backed 
resolution for the two-thirds rule 
received 71 votes in favor, 48 
against and 
abstentions. 
Seventeen Communist or non­ 
aligned nations sponsored the 
resolution to seat Peking. The 
Soviet Union was not a sponsor 
and for the first time did not 
even speak on behalf of Red 
China. India, a onetime sup­ 
porter, also kept silent. 
Since 
Moscow became em ­ 
broiled in its bitter power strug­ 
gle with Peking, Soviet support 
has been growing more perfunc­ 
tory each year. 
It was the 
mildest debate 
since the question first came up 
in 1950. Most of the speakers op­ 
posing Peking omitted the usual 
polemics and dwelt mainly on 
the issue: How to admit one 
Chinese 
government 
without 
throwing out the other.

NEW DELHI (AP) - The

The action was not expected 
to affect Mrs. Gandhi’s position 
as prime m inister immediately. 
Her supporters in the party had 
announced 
previously 
they 
would not recognize any expul­ 
sion orders issued by the party 
president, Siddavanalli Nijalin- 
gappa, whom Mrs. Gandhi has 
been trying to oust. 
A meeting of all Congress 
members in Parliam ent is to be 
held Thursday. It was ca bed in 
advance of today’s action, Mrs. 
Gandhi was expected to seek a 
fresh vote of confidence then. 
Her supporters claim sfhe has 
an 
overwhelming 
majority 
among the 431 Congress m em ­ 
bers in Parliam ent. 
A more serious test is expect­ 
ed after Parliam ent begins its 
winter session on Nov. 18. Then 
Mrs. Gandhi is certain to lose 
most or all of her 23-seat m ajor­ 
ity over the opposition parties 
because of the split wit ’n her 
own party. This will fore aer to 
rely on leftist. Communist and 
independent mem bers to keep 
her government in office. 
The prime minister was giv­ 
ing a luncheon for visiting Hun­ 
garian President Pal .Losonczi 
when the expulsion decison was 
taken, and she was not immedi­ 
ately available for comment. 
The Congress Working Com­ 
mittee issued 
a 
communique 
after a three-hour meeting say­ 
ing the com m ittee wras “regret­ 
fully obliged" to expel her from 
the party because she had set 
up a rival working committee 
and a rival All—India Congress 
Committee, which is composed 
of some 700 delegates from all 
of the 17 states. 
The expulsion w*as voted by 
only ll of the 21 members of the 
working committee. Mrs. Gan­ 
dhi and her supporters have 
boycotted the past three m eet­ 
ings of the committee to protest 
the party president’s dismissal 
of three of her faction from the 
group. 
The Congress party of Mohan­ 
das K. Gandhi and Mrs. Gan­ 
dhi’s father, Jawaharlal Nehru, 
was the spearhead of the Indian 
independence 
movement 
and 
has dominated the nation’s poli­ 
ties since independence in 1947.

ing funds. 
“ There is enough human ex­ 
perience to tell us that close liv­ 
ing quarters like dormitories 
should be separate at the col­ 
lege age level. Living closely 
between the sexes might also be 
a distraction.” 
“ We may be wrong but we 
think some educators are going 
along with that idea because 


they have to. because the stu­ 
dents are demanding it. not be­ 
cause they want to.” 
The petite woman, who can 
trace the entire development of 
education for Korean 
women 
within her owm lifetime, said 
K orea's 
traditional 
secondary 
role for women makes separate 
education preferable. 
Her own mother, she said, 
was punished when she asked 
for lessons in reading and writ­ 
ing. 
At the time. Dr. Rim began 
school in 1907. a wom an’s col­ 
lege did not even exist in Korea. 
W hen she entered 
college, it 
m eant giving up a fam ily ar­ 
ranged marriage. 
Now she said, women gradu­ 
ates are finding it easier to 
combine careers with m arriage. 
College educated 
women have 


even become fashionable, she 
added. 
Ewha University was founded 
in 1886 by an American m ission­ 
ary as a girls school. It opened 
with one student, became a col­ 
lege in 1910 and now has 8,000 
students. 
Some 
m en s universities 
in 
Korea have admitted women, 
she said, and occasionally the 
question of integrating Ewha is 
raised but never seriously. 
In fact, she thinks some of the 
America which have adm itted 
women m ay wish they could go 
back to all men. 
Dr. Kim attended Ewha, then 
earned a bachelors degree at 
Ohio W esleyan, a masters at 
Boston University and a doctor­ 
ate at Columbia University. She 
was president of Ewha from

LONDON (AP) - The United 
States will go on selling nuclear 
m aterials to Britain for at least 
another five years if Congress 
approves tile agreement, gov­ 
ernm ent sources say. 
The sources said the deal is 
an am endm ent extending the 
“m aterials clauses” of the 1958 
British-American defense ag ree­ 
ment. It was signed within the 
last two weeks in Washington. 
The 
m aterials clauses 
bind 
the United States to sell B ritain 
m aterials needed to m ake nu­ 
clear bombs and warheads and 
also provides for cooperation in 
all aspects of nuclear weapon 
development, including the ex­ 
change of know-how’ and 
se­

that

vor B ritain as the only ally ra t­ 
ing nuclear arms cooperation, 
and that Prim e .Minister H arold 
Wilson plans to delay even fu r­ 
ther his pledge to phase out 
Britain's nuclear weapons.

Richard Gordon Became Aviator, Astronaut By Chance

(A P) — Becoming an aviator 
was an afterthought, a chanco 
thing, fin 
Richard F. Gordon 
Jr., the command modulo pilot 
on the Apollo 12 moon mission 
scheduled tor launching Friday. 
As a boy Gordon, a Roman 
Catholic, dreamed of becoming 
a priest. As a college student he 
studied 
chemistry, 
but 
made 
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better grades in literature. And I dent test pilot, 
he finally made a firm decision i 
to become a dentist, just as soon 
as he filled his military obliga­ 
tion. 


I didn t know what I wanted 
to be, 
lie recalls now. 
But his first flight in an air­ 
plane settled the issue for the 
dark-haired, dark-complexioned 
Seattle native. 


Ile recalls the flight vividly. 
I he day was crystal clear, he 
said, 
and 
perfect 
for 
flying 
" ’hen ho climbed into the back 
of the Navy plane as a Naval 
R eserve cadet. 


The airplane angled upward 
and over the rugged mountains j 
around 
Seattle 
and 
Gordon 
looked down at the earth from 
above for the first time. 
“ I said, ‘Man has- this been 
here all this time? I've got to 
get some more of it.’ It was 
really a spectacular flight," he 
recounted. “ Once I experienced 
it, I decided that, was th e ,only 
thing I ever wanted to d o ."’ 
Gordon grew un in modest cir­ 
cum stances at Poulsbo, Wash. 
He w'-as the oldest of six chil­ 
dren. His father was a dairy 
maintenance 
worker 
and 
his 
mother taught school. 
He was an average student 
and played football and baseball 
while in high school. 
But 
he 
spent much of his time indoors, 
reading. 
“ I was not much interested in 
outdoor activities, but I always 
read almost anything I could 
get m y hands on,” he said. 
Gordon finished 30th in a class 
of 63 that was graduated from 
North 
Kitsap High School 
in 
1947. His class prophecy was in­ 
auspicious: “ It could happen to 
anyone.”

“ I really enjoyed flying, the 
sense of accomplishment,” he 
said. " I realized I would gen­ 
uinely miss the kind of life I 
was leading.”

Kentucky Officials Complain 


Hijacker Taken From State 


CINCINNATI (AP) — David 
Lawrence Booth, 14, today re­ 
mained in the custody of Hamil­ 
ton county officials while Boone 
county, Ky. officials complained 
their jurisdiction had been vio­ 
lated Monday when federal au­ 
thorities turned the would-be 
hijacker over to Ohio officials. 
“The crime was committed in 
Boone county and the accused 
person was taken out of the 
county by out-of-state people,’’ 
charged Boone County Juevenile 
Judge Robert Greene. 
The Federal Bureau of Inves­ 
tigation turned Booth over to 
Hamilton county juvenile auth­ 
orities when the U.S. Attorney’s 
office in Lexington declined to 
prosecute. 
Booth, m e a n w h i l e , was 
charged as an incorrigible in a 
warrant signed by his father, 


LE XA TAY, Vietnam (AP) - 
Under a gnarled tree Mrs. Phan 
Thi Dan wept quietly for her 
husband. 
Occasionally her 
hand 
ca­ 
ressed the green plastic sheet, 
tied with nylon cord, containing 
his rem ains—a few bones, rem­ 
nants of his clothing and a skull 
with two prominent gold teeth 
still intact. 
“The Viet Cong? We are of 
the sam e race, we have the 
same hair, we speak the same 
language,” said Mrs. Dan. “But 
they are without family, without 
country, without religion. And 
now we know that they are with­ 
out humanity.” 
It was a statement without 
rancor, even without much out­ 
ward emotion. Mrs. Dan, a 45- 
year-old teacher, had known for 
21 months that her husband al­ 
most certainly was dead, one of 
more than 3,000 killed by Viet 
Cong assassination squads dur­ 
ing the 1968 Tet battle for Hue. 
This week, for the 14th time, 


she visited a place where grimy 
workmen laboriously exhumed 
the bodies and young volunteers 
meticulously sifted the remains 
for information that might help 
identify the victims. 
Mrs. Dan was one of perhaps 


IOO women from Phu Vang dis­ 
trict, just southeast of Hue, who 
have waited and watched for 
months as bodies were uncov­ 
ered in places to which the Viet 
Cong marched their victims, 
then killed them with bullets 
and clubs or buried them alive. 
“You can tell the old women 
by their teeth and the young 
ones by their long hair,” she ex­ 
plained. 
In the case of men—and the 
overwhelming number of vic­ 
tims were men—it is much 
harder. 
Sometimes 
an identification 
card, 
a 
cigarette lighter or 
some other article bearing a 
name lies among the bones. 
More often, the only hope is 
dental work, the shreds of cloth­ 


ing or just the intuition of a wife 
or mother. 
Mrs. Dan’s husband, a 50- 
year-old government civil serv­ 
ant, Ton That Lang, was one of 
150 people in his village who 
were rounded up and marched 
away by the Viet Cong on the 
fourth day of the Tet battle. She 
does not know, even now, why 
he was picked. 
A total of 104 more bodies 
have been found in several 
gravesites within the past week. 
The bodies are loaded aboard 
a motor sampan and taken two 
miles to Phu Thu district head­ 
quarters. They are laid out on 
the ground, and the list of avail­ 
able clues to the identity of each 
numbered cadaver is read over 
a loudspeaker. 
Scores of persons, mostly the 
women of Phu Vang, press 
around the plastic-sheeted bod­ 
ies and poke through the bones 
and clothes in hopes of finding 
evidence of their missing men. 
Few succeed.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP) — Wil­ 
liam Kunstler, a defense attor­ 
ney in the Chicago conspiracy 
trial, says he believes in the 
cause of his clients. 
“I didn’t take this case as 
an emotional eunuch,” he told 
newsmen 
Tuesday 
night. 
“I 
sympathize with their aims to 
end the war and end the perse­ 
cution of those of a revolution­ 
ary culture.” 
kunstler 
was 
here 
for 
a 
speech at the University of Day­ 
ton and later went lo Yellow 
Springs to speak at Antioch Col­ 
lege. 
Kunstler, 49, is one of a team 
of 
lawyers 
defending 
seven 
people being tried on federal 
charges of conspiring to incite 
riots during the 1968 Democratic 
national convention in Chicago. 
Kunstler, who has defended a 
number of civil rights and anti­ 
war activists, said he would re­ 
ject as clients rightwing ex­ 
tremists such as Ku Klux Klan 
members. 
“I would absolutely not de­ 
fend such a client unless I was 
the last lawyer on earth, and 
then I doubt if I would be ask­ 
ed,” he said. 
He declined to discuss speci­ 
fics of the Chicago trial, 
b u t 
said it “ certainly is not a fair 
trial,” and warned of a grow­ 
ing trend of government repres­ 
sion of citizens’ rights. 
“There is more government 
repression in this country than 
ever before,” he said, “but I 
am hopeful that it is because 
there is more dissent also.” 


Norris R. Booth, in Cincinnati.

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The! 
government has given the pub- j 
lie its first look at files showing 
new automobiles have failed an 
average of one in nine independ- i 
cut safety tests. 
A portion of 800 reports on 
performance of 1968 and 1969 
American and foreign automo­ 
biles in six standard safety tests 
was released Monday by the De­ 
partment of Transportation. 


The department has prom­ 
ised, under heavy pressure from 
consumer champions in 
Con­ 
gress, lo bare the rest of the re­ 
ports, a few at a time, during 
the next 30 days. 
Summarizing the 800 reports, 
the department said the failure 
rate of the cars was 11.5 per 
cent, or one in nine. Tests of in­ 
dividual automobile components 
showed a failure rate of 10.1 per 


cent, m' one in IO. 
The tests, conducted by inde­ 
pendent research firms under 
contract to the government be­ 
tween May 1968 and this Sep­ 
tember, turned up in individual 
vehicles defects in brake sys­ 
tems, unsafe tires and wheel 
rims, weak safety belts and 
safety belt anchors that came 
loose under pressure. 
Dr. Robert Brenner, acting di­ 


rector of the department’s Na­ 
tional Highway Safety Bureau, 
warned against drawing drastic 
conclusions on the basis of the 
reports. 
“We emphasize that each of 
these are initial test results, and 
that a pass rating is no more of 
an indication that all such vehi­ 
cles are in conformity writh the 


standards being attested, any 
more than one test failure is 
proof that it is not in conformi­ 
ty.” 
When reports of a specific de­ 
lect are checked back with the 
automobile manufacturer, Bren­ 
ner said, they often are found to 
be in compliance with federal 
safety standards. 


In three years the bureau has 
brought action against only two 
tire 
manufacturers 
and 
the 
maker of the Fiat auto for al­ 
leged safety violations. 
Uniroval Inc. was served no­ 
tice last week that three of its 
tire brands are suspected of 
non-compliance. Some 80 inves­ 
tigations are in progress, Bren­ 
ner said.

Most county jails in Ohio “are 
antiquated, dirty, crowded, poor­ 
ly

the Buckeye Sheriffs Associa­ 
tion. 
“'Most i>eople have the atti­ 
tude,” said president Donald 
Thompson, also sheriff at Fay­ 
ette County, 
“that jails are 
for.criminals and it doesn't m at­ 
ter what conditions they live in.’ 
Thompson said the men who 
run the jails don’t agree. 
Ip a state-wide survey by The 
Associated Press, sheriffs com­ 
plained most of a lack of funds 
and. of public apathy to the prob- 
lor** of county jails. They also 
complained of a lack of facili­ 
ties to separate youthful and 
firft-timc offenders from hard 
en d criminals.

adequate facilities to separate 
suspected felons from minor of­ 
fenders.

Mike Phipps Hopes For Help 


From Line Against Bucks 


LAFAYETTE, Iud. (AP) - 
Suddenly, in tile third quarter of 
last year’s Ohio State-Purdue 
football game, it was goodbye 
Columbus for Mike Phipps. 
The Boilermaker quarterback 
from Columbus, Ind., left the 
big stadium in Columbus, Ohio, 
and entered dreamland thanks 
to some jarring 
Ohio

tackling. 
“ They

lines,” recalls Phipps, who on 
Saturday leads Purdue into Ohio 
Stadium a third straight year. A 
crowd of more than 86,000 and 
a national television audience 
will be watching.
